Many of Them Haw Taken on a 
Character of Pit iMintMy, So End- 
less Does W. ti i to People. 

There is a new kind of c!ty on earth 
today, n strange, nightmare kind of a 
city that has taken on for the people 
of northern Krance almost a character 
of permanency, so endless j s this wur. 

People have lived through so much 
Stoma August, 1!H4. that they seem to 
themselves to have been always at j 
war, and, looking forward, they see 
nothing but long years of warfare. The' 
ruined cities such us Arras have be- 
come a part of the natural order of 
things, and the strange life la them has 
come to seem a natural sort of life. 
Towns like this are found by the score 
where the slow pressure of the allies 
Is forcing the Prussian buck, says a 
war correspondent. 

They are the towns that have been 
bombarded and bombarded again, 
taken and retaken, assaulted and MP- 1 
tared, and cannonaded by those who 
held Utem the day before, until It Is n 
marvel that one brick remains on an-!

MRMEN STUDY BIRD LIFE 

Declare Wild Ducks Execute Move- 
ments With a Simultaneousness Not 
Pound In Military Bodies. 

French military nvlntors, In addition 
to flirhtlni; the (i«>nnun muehlnes, di- 
recting the artillery Are nnd making 
photographs of tlio enemy's lines, 
trenches mid fortifications, have found 
a new Hold of usefulness In the scien- 
tific pursuit of ornithology, says the 
Itock Island I'nlnn. 

The degree of perfection of observa- 
tion obtiiined by the French aviators 
has ciinhlcd them to make a minute 
find scientific ohservation of the habits 
of birds In flight. 

The aviators have definitely estab- 
lished that swallows in flying always 
maintain an average altitude of 700 
yards. Wild ducks prefer an altitude 
of 1.S0O yards, or little over a mile. 
Lapwings or tlrwlts maintain at all 
times an even greater altitude. French 
aviators have met them at a height of 
2,1 TiO yards. 

While nearly everyone knows that 
avlld ducks always fly In a single file 
behind their leaders. It has remained 
for the aviators to discover that the 
Nvlld ducks execute every movement 
Ywlth a Rtmultaneousness and degree 
(W precision not to be found In the 
most perfectly trained military body 
In the world. 
y If, for example, the lead duck 
1 -hanges the position of n wing In nr- 
i ler to fly either higher or lower, all 
) jf the others make the same move- 
ment with a degree of precision that 
gives the Impression that the tips of 
.the wings are all attached to a wire 
mnil that the movement Is made by 
the lead duck merely pulling a lever 
that controls the rest.

The use of poison sprays has not 
only been found effective In preventing 
the destruction of plants and fruits, 
but It is now being tested as a means 
of preserving buildings. The timber- 
ing of Westminster hall, the famous 
old structure adjoining the British 
houses of parliament, has suffered 
greatly from the ravages of a wood- 
worm, Xestoblum tesselatum. Archi-

Esthonian Outrages Enkindled 
Wrath of Danish Kings. 



GERMANS HAVE WAR MUSEUM 



Records Show They Were Regarded 
a* a Daring. Predatory People 
of the 



The Ksthoninns, who constitute 
fifths of the population of the Russian 
Baltic province of l-Mhonia, which lies 
between RajS and I'ctrograd, are the 
subject of n bulletin Issued by the Na- 
tional Oeogrnphlc society from its 
Washington headquarters: 

"Like Hie Finns, to whom they are 
sl ow l y related, Hm ■atboaiani or 

Ksths, a race numbering 1 .000.000 peo- 
|de, more than 4(K»,tXKt of whom reside 
In F.sthnnln. retnln mnny character- 
istics which bespeak their Mongolian 
origin. They are long-armed und short- 
logged, bnve broad face and low brows, 
lire usually beardless and have oblique 
eyes. 

"The first record of Hie Ksths in 
Europe reveals them as a daring, pred- 
atory people of the Baltic whose 
piratic OUtragM enkindled the wrath 
of Danish kings as early as the twelfth 
century. In 1194 and 110(1 Canute VI 
seni a strong expedition against them 
arid forced a number of the lawless 
hands to accept Christianity and nllow 
themselves to be baptized. Hardly 
bad the warlike prosvlyters left the 
Rathonlan shores, however, than the 
Inhabitants reverted to barbarism mid 
their heathen practices. A quarter of 
a century later Wnldemnr It was more 
successful. Ha subjugated the north- 
ern portion af the Jam! find PTWWgkt 

the Inhabitants under submission to 

the Danish crown. It wo* never n 
willing submission, however, and for 
more than KKI years the inhabitant < 
pnve their eonouerors endless trouble 
until IMS Wnhlemar IV tlecided that 
they wire 'not worth the bother,' so 
he sold his interest in the rebels ami 
In Ihtdr land to the Knights of the 
■word, who were gradually spreading 
their net of power northward from 
Teutonic land*. 

Tof more I ban BOO years thereafter 
the lot of the Ksthonians was virtual- 
ly that of serfdom under their Ger- 
naa landowners. 

"In the sixteenth century both the 
nobles ami the fortified towns of Ksth- 
onlii placed themselves under the pro- 
tection of the Swedish crown, but they 
were forced to acknowledge a new 
master after Peter the Creat's success- 
ful wars against Charles XII. 

"For the last thirty years the Rus- 
sian imperial government has been 
making systematic efforts to abolish 
the Kslhonian language, to which the 
people have clung tenaciously. Harsh 
regulations as to the use of the lan- 
guage In the schools have not served 
te wean the people from their lan- 
guage, however. One characteristic 
which lias served to preserve the Ksth 
language through the centuries has 
lieen Hie people's love for poetry, and 
they bflre rare natural gift for ve,«d- 
fteanoa. 

"The Orthadoi Otael church of Rus- 
sia also has conducted nn active pro- 
gram In F.sthonia, but according to the 
latest religious census 06 par cent of 
the inhabitants are still Lutherans." 



Valuable Works of Ancient Art Saved 
When French Buildings Were 
Destroyed by Raiders. 

Pennine, r.ipaume, Lens, St. Quen- 
ttn anil other French towns In the path 
of the war, were notetl for Ihelr many 
works of ancient art, and many of the 
most valued art treasures of France 
were In those cities. Wonder has heaa 
expressed as to whnt has become of 
these, and the question Is answered In 
a magazine published in Germany, a 
stray copy of which has somehow 
renrbed American hands. 
! Most of the art objects could never 
be replaced, especially those In St. 
Qtlcntln, where some of Hie most benu- 
tlful buildings were destroy. -d. But 
It seems that the Germans decided to 
save these art treasures and n long ac- 
count is given in the magazine of the 
efforts' made, even under fire, to pack 
and carry away a famous collection of 
pastels, numerous paintings of value 
and the wonderful painted glass of the 
Gothic cathedral. The question of 
housing these treasures was solved hy 
taking them to Maubeuge and there 
tearing down buildings and from the 
material erecting a museum in which 
the articles were put on display. 

There is a description of many of 
the historic productions nnd a general 
sense of satisfaction expressed that 
German culture had added them to the 
esthetic life of Germany, where. It wns 
planned, they would eventually be tuk- 
en. The complacent announcement Is 
made that the museum Is opened both 
to the military and the French public, 
"hut it is principally designed for the 
recreation of the army, so thnt after 
hard days of toll they might find here 
an opportunity to refresh themselves. 
It Is a museum 'that has been saved 
from the smoke and the ruins of the 
cntasl rophe. War and culture, which 
try to avoid each other, meet here," 
it Is snld, "and they have been brought 
togetbej by the artistic Instincts of 
German barbarians." 

This reference to barbarians Is, of 
course, "writ sarcastic." but It Is to be 
noticed that the Innumerable charges 
and proofs of barbarity are not met. 
Art products may be. destroyed, but 
the proofs of barbaric deeds will 
—Indianapolis Star.

Ing With Terrific Effect. 

Prominent military officers have ex- 
pressed their approval of n (luring 
torch, the late development of a Texas 
Inventor, that is primarily designed to 
enable an nerlal scout to make obser- 
vations behind enemy lines at night. 

The Imtrument has a number of 
Ingenious features, and as n whole 
the earmarks of 'being not. only an ef- 
fective, but also a destructive wea- 
pon. It Is potentially capable of bril- 
liantly Illuminating a considerable 
urea of n battlefield for a period of ten 
minutes, formidably protecting itself 
ngiilnst disturbance In the meantime, 
and finally exploding, destroying what- 
ever may be within M) or 40 feet. 

It lias three major parts. The base 
consists of a pointed COM that houses 
a heavy bomb. On oue side of Ibis Is 
fixed a cylinder holding :i quantity of 
powder for priming purposes. At the 
middle, radiating In all directions a 
couple of feet from the bottom, are 86 
rllle barrels arranged in tiers of seven. 
Surmounting these is n tank contain- 
ing a special powder that gives oil' an 
Intense light when Ignited. Capping 
the top is a parachute-shaped reflector 
that serves the double tOSCtlOO of 
properly distributing the li;:hi CUyi 
and in a degree breaking the fall of 
the torch, which is supposed to be 
dropped from an airplane. 
. ...In .Us.. present, ten tlie Ofpsratij* 
weigh* ::H pounds, and It Is estimated 
that three or four like It could be con- 
veniently carried by a military blpluao. 
As needed, they would be released by 
the observer so ns to strike desired 
points within the enemy's lines. The 

device is balanced so that it fulls point 
down, mid from an average height will 
penetrate the ground for u distance of 
about a foot, thus (irmly unclioring it- 
self. 

The resulting Impact dtfduUfM I 
percussion cap thai Ignites the cylin- 
der of priming powder. This touches 
off the illuminating Milisinuee and ig- 
nites a series of time fuses connecting 
each of the rifles. While the torch 
(lares brightly, throwing its light In till 
directions across a Held, the rltles dis- 
charge one after the other, making any 
attempt lo overturn it exceedingly 
hazardous. At the same time that 
the liuht extinguishes itself a fuse 
lending to the bomb in the base is 
lighted. The explosion of the. latter 
demolishes the torch and does dniuago 
to anything near It.
